premiso my relation by asking you to oxcuse 
tho absenco of dates, as my journal of that 
-poriod is at home’ and I camot trust my 
momory to give them dccurately, It was 
in the month of May that while occupying 
tho position of chief officer of ono: of tho 
Cunard Company's, steamors, thon; loying 
in Liverpool, I was sent for'by n friond, 
who said that -he wished to svo moon busi- 
nese of a special nature. On going to hia 
office ho ‘old mo that steamer which might 
bo adapted to war purposes, was being built 
fora. fordign government and that tho 
agents of that govornmont wore dorirous of 
obtaining tho services of an English officer, 
who might be relied upon fpxprudcnea and 
good faith, to tako command, and having 
fitted’ her out according to instructions, 
+ which would be given by: the accredited 
agonts of the government far whom sho 
was intended, to, procure a erew and pro- 
eced to whatever place hu might be ordered 
to; that's vory liberal remunerntion would 
bo given and uw commission in their navy 
algo, if desired, I at. onee felt quite sure

Not having hoon able to engago a crow

Again we }id a very narrow escape, for six 
hours afterwards, at 8 aam,, the Tuscarora 
eame into Moelfra Bay looking for us, 
having received.information through a spy 
who hil cscaped on shore the previous day 
and'sent a telegram to Mr Adams at once: 
Although the weather was bad ‘we mute 
fd progress through the night, steaming 
thirteen knots per hour, and the following 
morning the. weather changed and became 
yory fine, and you may. be sure ‘we felt 
inh pleased with -having yot away so 
At 5 ptm. we hailed w fishing 
the port of London- 
derry, into whieh wo put the pilot and the 
Confederate commissioner, who had accom. 
panied us so far, and then steamed out into

On 
the second day after leaving the Irish coast, 
the weather became very bad, but the 
200" proved herself an excellent sca boat 
and very comfortable.

Although we had amongst our large 
ninnber miny that were almost worthless, 
yet we had many very good nen, aud seon 
sneceeded ‘in getting something like order 
and disvipline on board.

Her Majcsty’s service,” 
and addressed to the masters of the three 
vessels flying the British-ensign,and calling 
upon us‘to bring our ship’s. papers to the 
British Conaulato, and there to explain our 
conduct in Praya Bay, I thought it would 
be as well to call and.see the Consul, ‘even 
though I could not offer ‘any (to him) satis- 
factory explanation. This I did, and had a 
very pleasant interview, for, as it was ont 
of his power"to-detain us, he accepted my 
very lame oxplanation, and ag I told him 
that we were going uway: the’ same day he 
made no fuss, but just accepted the situa- 
tion pleasantly. I then called upon the 
Portuguese Governor‘and “complained that 
on the previous oyening a shotted gun had 
been fired froin-the fort at a- peaceful mer- 
chant ship under my command when enter- 
ing Horta Bay. ‘The Governor was a very

KULDJA A 


On the 18th inst. a paper was read in ‘the 
theatre of the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion by Mr E. Dolmar-Morgan, ‘On his 
recent visit to Kuldja, and on the Russo- 
Sir Rutherford Alcock 
presided, and in his opening remarks briefly 
alluded to tho great interost of the subject 
to Greut Britain in a political and com- 
mercial point of viow.. Mr Mor 
menecd with an outlino of the intercourse’ 
between Russia and China from ‘its com- 
mencement to the present-day, embracing 
-& great varity of phascs ‘and incidents. It 
was a mistake, he said, to suppose that the 
conquests of Russian in Central Asia aro 
barron; they had increased the security of 
the Asiatic fronticr by putting an end to 
the disturbances in the Steppe, had opened 
the way to the markets of Central Asia, 
mid added énormously to the power and 
rank of Russia aieng the nations. of the 
world, Tho regular anilitary forces of Russia 
in Turkestan comprised on the Ist of Jan,, 
1879, 88 ficld and mountain guns and a 
total of about 60,000 rank and file; and 
these. forces, being in the proportion of 1 to 
65 of the population, guarded a terri 
of <abont 400,000 squaro miles.
